In a free 
economy the person who wishes 
to construct something useless, 
even with a hidden illegal angle, 
has just as much right to labor 
and materials as does a person 
who wishes to construct something 
useful. 


Son’s Education 


Now, let us turn over the rec- 
ord called “‘Tight Money Blues.” 

Mr. “‘B’’ some years ago was 
sold on the idea of buying Series 
E bonds to finance his young 
son's education. He gets a good 
annual bonus which runs around 
$3,000. He and Mrs. “B” 
this money would be translated 
immediately into $1,000 “E” 
bonds. 

After 10 years these bonds, 
costing $750 each, are worth the 
full $1,000. But, now, as Mr. 
and Mrs. “B’”’ look ahead, they 
are wondering what schooling is 
going to cost 10 years from now 
at the present rate of inflation. 

Also, Mr. ‘‘B’’ has noted some- 
thing else. 

The government is marketing 
its so-called ‘90-day paper’’ to 
banks and large corporate buy- 
ers at 3.04 per cent, one of the 
highest rates in our financial 
a. 

_ “B” must keep his bonds 
Ri "ail before he receives his 3 
per cent. And by then, because the 
government is paying 3.04 -per 
cent at 90 days, and driving up 
rates, he may, as he fears, find 
his 10-year-delayed 3 per cent 
gain to have been wiped out by 
inflated costs. 

If he sells his ‘‘E’’ bond at 90 
days he gets no interest pay- 
ment. A financial institution 
gets 3.04 per cent. 

For some time economists 
have noted the cost of paying for 
the national debt was being 
raised to astronomical heights 
for the benefit of a relatively few. 


Interest Rate 


But the interest rate has 
climbed on that debt, as on the 
“90-day notes.” A year ago the 
interest cost to taxpayers was 
6.4 billion dollars. It is now a 
little more than $7 billion, and by 
year’s end will be an estimated 
$7.4 billion. 

There is no doubt but that busi- 
ness, especially small business, 
has been, and is being, hurt. But 
that is not all. Many suburban 
developments, shopping centers, 
municipal streets, housing, park 
and medical projects are being 
abandoned—for the time being. 

Cost of the multimillion-dollar 

highway program — which the 
nation needs—already is many 
‘millions above the estimated 
price at the time the bill was 
oauail by the Congress. It will 
be even higher when the con- 
tracts are let. This will present 
a real problem to the states. 

The Federal Reserve System 
has acted properly in raising its 
rates to member banks. The 
-FRS has but one function... 
the control of the money supply. 

After it has done what it can 

in that line all it can do is sit 
back and shiver. 
_ Over the weekend the Federal 
Housing Authority raised its in- 
terest rates to 5 per cent from 
4%. (The % is to cover the cost 
of arranging the loan which is 
made by private companies but 
guaranteed by the government.) 
This was necessary because pri- 
vate agencies were not inter- 
ested in lending. money at 4 per 
cent. 

The cost of living has gone up 
again. 

Pretty soon the rates will 
move up. 

The Tight Money -Blues will 
sound even bluer.

For False Cargo Listing

. |claimed its 10th victim today as ordnance experts sought 
‘to penetrate the mystery of the earth-shaking blast.

a rectangle of 150x75 feet across 
the 175-foot-wide pier. It almost 
severed the 1,717-foot-long shed 
at its middle.

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Year After Merger, 
Labor Takes Stock 


Today is the first anniversary of a 
major event in this country’s domestic 
affairs—the merging of the two labor 
giants, the CIO and the AFL, into one 
big union. It is a merger not yet com- 
plete in all details. But it proceeds and 
will be effected. It now is possible to 
look back at the first year. 

In the election of Nov. 6, labor, which 
endorsed the Democratic nominee, Adlal 
Stevenson, was not successful in persuad- 
ing a majority of its members to support 
him. Yet it is significant that these same 

leaders were not too upset thereby. 
Labor, in a published analysis, points 
out that west of the Mississippi, where 
merger was more complete, there was a 
better showing for the national ticket 
and in certain key state elections. 

It was a labor-farmer coalition which 
produced a smashing defeat for former 
Gov. Langlie, personally endorsed by 
President Eisenhower, in Washington 
Srarve. . | 

It was a like combination which 
brought about the overwhelming defeat of 
former Secretary of the Interior McKay 
in Oregon, also personally endorsed by 
the President. 

In both states it was labor union 
members who provided the organization 
and leg work for the farm communities. 
Labor also was helpful in other Western 
states in senatorial and gubernatorial 
elections. And in California as a whole, 
the GOP total was less than in 1952. 


Labor reports that it sought to be 
influential in 36 congressional races and 
was victorious in nine, some of them big 
upsets. It admits that in many of these 
districts there was no hope of success and 
the work done was of a training nature. 

It is unwise, in considering the elec- 
tion, to say merely that labor was not 
nationally effective. The emphasis was 
on the states. ' 

Domestically, labor will be, as it is, 
a force in the over-all economics of the 
nation. There is evidence that labor itself 
is awakening to the fact that wage in- 
creases are not the full answer. 


Unless there is a coordinated plan, 
taking into account all other influences, 
a wage increase sometimes hurts more 
than it helps. The continuing climb of 
living costs also arouses resentment 
against labor, which is blamed, whether 
properly or not, for producing these rises 
by wage demands. 

There are signs of a maturing of the 
labor movement. It is encouraging that 
labor works within the framework of 
the two-party system and none of its 
leaders seeks to create a Labor Party. 
Analysis of the second anniversary will 
be even more interesting than the first.

One of the greatest services provided 
by the American Cancer Society has been 
in the field of education. Thousands of 
lives are being saved annually because 
people themselves have been alerted to 
symptoms leading to early discovery of 
cancer. 

Thursday in Fulton, DeKalb and Cobb 
counties, local units of the society have 
arranged a mass education project of great 
importance to all women. A film will 
be shown in seven theaters in the Greater 
_Atlanta area concerning breast cancer, 
which is claiming the lives of 21,000 
American women annually. There is no 
admission charge. 

It is estimated that 75 per cent of all 
such malignancies could be cured if dis- 
covered and treated properly. Today only 
about 35 per cent are being saved.

At the Slum Problem 


Among the things that should show 
new life around here come spring is urban 
renewal. 

Basically, urban renewal is city plan- 
ning on a grand scale. It involves slum 
clearance as well as slum prevention. 
Under it falle urban redevelanment, the 
process by which the city with the aid 
of federal government buys up substand- 
ard property, clears it and then resells 
it to private enterprise. 

Under this program slums are wiped 
out and deficit areas become productive. 
The community is thereby strengthened, 
for slums are expensive to maintain, un- 
healthy and are breeders of crime. 

Urban renewal and _ redevelopment 
have had rough going in Atlanta. The 
first effort to take advantage of federal 
generosity in this matter was ruled un- 
constitutional. This flaw has been correct- 
ed, but since then a very cautious ap- 
proach to this question has been the 
city’s basic attitude. 

Recently, Mayor Hartsfield has an- 
nounced that a citizens’ advisory com=- 
mittee will be appointed to study the 
matter and to report on its many aspects 
to the taxpayers. There is a possibility 
that bonds to help finance this program 
may be included in the joint city-county 
issue scheduled for spring. 

At this time, a committee of the 
board of aldermen is studying a pro- 
posal that a special department of urban 
renewal be established to handle this 
matter. 

Urban renewal has been tried with 
successful results by many a major Amer- 
ican city. There is no reason why it should 
not be equally successful here.

United States, Canada 
Must Help the British 


Great Britain has asked the United 
States and Canada temporarily to waive 
interest payments—in dollars—on her 
loans. 

Both should do so as quickly as pos- 
sible. : 

Great Britain’s trouble is due to the 
seizure of the Suez Canal and its- subse- 
quent closing in the invasion action by 
France and Britain. Her dollar reserves 
have declined drastically. 

It is not merely the loss of oil, which 
has decreased production and incidentally 
employment. That is serious enough. 
What is the more critical is that most of 
her raw materials, which must be im- 
ported, now are coming to her at greatly 
increased shipping costs because of the 
longer and more expensive journey 
around the Cape of Good Hope. 

The American oil must be purchased 
with dollars. 

That, too, is an added drain. 

The British and French, who halted 
their plan to take over operation of the 
canal in the face of the United States 
demand that the United Nations act, are 
pulling out. It is a U.N. victory. But Brit- 
ain is our friend and dally. And‘we must do 
all possible to assist her through what will 
be a critical winter. It will be months 
before the canal is opened for shipping.

Another development is that 
profits in industry generally are 
breaking all records, yet prices 
continue to rise. The consumer 
gets no break. 


In short, you get the impression 
that somebody somewhere is tak- 
ing out too much in the numerous 
steps through which our food and 
manufactured goods go after they 
leave the farmer and the worker 
and before they get to us. 


It certainly isn’t the farmer or 
the worker who is getting the 
gravy, though the latter is blamed 
most frequently in glib analyses 
by the cocktail-bar and smoking- 
car economist. 


The deduction that somebody 
else in between is taking too big a 
cut may not be the case, of course, 
but it looks so much that way that 
we ought to investigate and find 
out. For the high cost of living is 
pressing harder and harder, espe- 
cially on salaried workers, persons 
on fixed incomes including aged 
persons living on pensions, unor- 
ganized workers who have no 
means of protecting themselves. 
All of these make up many mil- 
lions. 

We have an independent federal 
commission which was set up for 
just such a purpose, among others, 
back in 1913, in the Woodrow Wil- 
son administration. The Federal 
Trade Commission was, in fact, 
just getting under way with an in- 
vestigation of what happens to the 
consumer’s dollar and who gets 


how much of it, under instructions

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Here's how to find your best 
oven height: Measure A, the 
number of inches from floor 
elbow. Subtract’ three 
inches, the distance to ‘allow 
between forearm and open 
oven door. Subtract B, the 
distance between top of the 
opened oven door and lower 
surface of frame, These two 
subtractions leave you with C, 
the height to which the oven’s 
receiving frame should be 
built.

‘turning food over, you may not 
be able to stand erect directly 
in front of the oven and see all 
of its contents. 

The Cornell researchers found 
two simple ways to avoid bending: 
Either pull out the oven rack with 
the food on it, or just step back. 

In general, they concluded, it fs 
better to place your oven so that 
you do not have to lift too high, 
even though this means that you 
must adjust your body position 
for inspecting. 

The most popular choice of the 
50 women studied was an oven 
height putting the top surface of 
the opened oven door three inches 
below “elbow height.”’ 

If you want your oven installed 
at this height, here’s how ‘to: go 
ebout it: 
| Determine you own “elbow 
height” (which naturally will be 
lower for a short person than a 
tall one). Wearing the type of 
shoes you ordinarily use in the 
kitchen, stand comfortably erect 
and bend your arm so that the 
forearm is parallel to the floor. 

Now have someone measure the 
distance in inches between. the 
floor and your elbow. 

From this “elbow height,’’ sub- 
tract three inches (the distance 
‘you want to allow between your 
forearm and the top of the open 
‘oven door). 

Next subtract the distance be- 
tween the top of the opened oven 
door and the lower surface of the 
oven frame, (Because ovens vary, 
you will have to make this meas- 
urement on the unit you are pur- 
chasing.) 

The height you have left after 
these two subtractions is. the 
height to which the receiving 
frame for your oven should be 


built.
